Before  I begin  to  comment  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
ring  the  past  year  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  our  lc.te 
dica.1  Officer  of  Healthy  Dr.  D.W.  Kirk^M.B . ^Ch.B . , who  occupied 
is  post  for  nearly  thirty  years  during  which  time  his  interest 
a.11  raatters  affecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  Borough  was 
ly  demonstrated,  to  us  all.  YJq  knew  him  as  a man  who  was  never 
raid  to  express  his  opinion  and  vfno  gathered  under  his  mdng  a 
riety  of  organiscoti ons  of  note  in  the  town.  His  intimate  knowledge 
the  citizens  and  of  the  area  v/as  always  available  and  enabled  him 
give  sound  advice  and  guidance  to  the  Department.  Hc3  never  spared 
mself  in  his  work  and  was  ever  ready  to  help  and  advise  both  in  his 
partmental  duties  c.nd  in  his  private  practice.  This  s i-d  loss  began 
affect  the  Public  Health  Department  in  August  when  he  v/ent  on  sick 
ave^  but  his  work  was  ably  carried  on  by  Dr.  R.C,  Aitchison  and  the 
aff  vhio,  in  their  usual  co-operative  and  helpful  manner,  ensured  that 
e loss  of  continuity  should  have  the  least  possible  effect  on  the 
rough's  health. 

AS  you  will  see  when  you  study  the  report  the  year's  health 
3 oeen  good  and  the  staff's  W'ork  has  increased  markedly  with  the  help 
a tnird  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Infectious  Diseases  rate  remained 
rarks’oly  low  and  fortunately  there  w^as  no  recurrence  of  last  yecir's 
liomyelitis . 

The  nuriber  of  housing  problems  has  practically  doubled  which 
lin  demonstrated  the  value  of  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 

.mn  increased  amount  of  time  and  effort  has  been  expended  on 
jd  hygiene  and  the  lectures  commenced  last  year  have  been  continued. 

I nave  already  mentioned,  the  Department  has  been  greatly  assisted 
irs  W'ork  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
3 early  Spring  and  the  Sanitarp'  Inspectors  deserve  full  recognition 
tne  efficiency  and  care  with  wliich  they  have  carried  out  their  mani- 
Ld  duties. 

During  the  Autumn  there  was  a failure  in  the  drainage,  with 
psquent  flooding  of  South  Deal  Junior  School  wnth  sewage.  Rapid 
i effective  action  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  other 
lartnents  concerned  speedily  rectified  the  damage,  but  there  was 
isiderable  speculation  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  root  cause  of 
3 trouble.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  growth  of  the  Borough  in 
3e_nt  years  puts  an  undue  strain  on  the  sewage  installation  suitable 
tne  smaller  tcvm  of  years  ago.

PERSONS  IN  NEFD  OF  CARE 

The  Borough  contains  a high  proportion  of  elderly  people  and 
many  by  reason  of  financial  stringencies  cind  present  desy  problems 
come  under  this  category. 

Periodically  the  question  of  the  old  requiring  help  presents 
difficult  problem^  particularly  so  as  some  prefer  to  retain  their, 
pride  and  independence  and  are  not  amicable  to  the  offer  of  help  | 
the  Authority. 

Within  the  Borough  there  are  at  least  two  well  organised  and 
desirable  Homes  for  the  housing  of  the  old  folk.  These  are  situa 
at  Gener-c.l’s  Meadov/,  V/alrner^  under  the  Kent  County  Council  and  at 
St.  Albc^nS;,  The  Grovep  controlled  by  a local  committee.  The  popu 
larity  and  help  of  these  institutions  is  'undoubted. 

Neither,  hovirever,  are  in  a position  to  cope  \i±th  people  who 
requiring  nursing  attention  and  if  it  was  possible  to  increase  th 
accommodation  for  this  section  of  the  communi'ty  it  would  be  of  un 
benefit. 

The  Regional  Hospite.l  Board  caters  for  those  cases  requiring 
nursing  attention  and  tiiis  is  arranged  through  the  able  offices  o 
Dr.  Jordan  of  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover.

It  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  acting 
behalf  of  the  Ministry.  The  great  majority  of  children  receiving 
lunisation  are  dealt  with  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  in  the 
lools  and  at  the  School  Minor  Ailment  Clinic.  The  service  is  well 
^ronized  and  now  becoming  a routine  acceptance  of  the  parents,  of 
:ni  only  a very,  very  few  object.  The  statistics  already  demonstrated 
tVe_^Council  show  the  amazing  benefit  that  has  been  accomplished, 
is  difficult  to  understand  on  the  basis  of  the  statistics  why  any 
’ent  siiould  ever  object  to  immunisation. 

During  1954  the  School  Medical  Staff  have  paid  particular  attention 
imm-onisaticn  and  in  this  locality  a very  satisfactory  state  exists.
